It is estimated 
that OU.OOu people from tho London, Chatlmni 
ifc Dover railway station alone pass to and 
fro on tho bridgo daily. Four linos of vo- 
hiclo traffic aro with difficulty kept moving 
by poliuomon stationed within a 1'ow yards 
of each other, and tho sidowalks uro pro- 
portionately crowded 
for oightcoii hours 


out of tho twenty-four. 
On Saturdays busi- 


ness houses clo.io at an oarlior hour than on 
other week days, and toward in-oiling there 
is a perceptible diminution in tho usual 
crowd. To this circumstance alone many 
persons unquestionably 
oivo their escapo 


from injury, 


Within tifteen minutes after tho explosion, 


and us soon us tlio locality of tho attempt 
could bo ascertained, your correspondent 
hurried to tho rivor at Black friars, hirod a 
boat, aud rowed to thu second arch, of the 
bridgo on tho Southwark sido, which, np- 
poarod to be tho very focus of tho explosion. 
Ho found there threo boat-loads of polico- 
mon examining tho piers and buttresses, and 
gazing anxiously at tho supor-structuro.' His 
first question, however, resulted in hisan-ost, 
aud despite cards, papers of idontiflca- 
tloii, and protests, ho was immediately 
hurriod ashoro and to tho nearest polico 
station. A special mossengor sent to a, well- 
known news bureau finally brought succor, 
and tho suspect was released. Whilo undor 
tho bridgo and parleying with tho officials, 
such an examination as tho waning light per- 
mitted showed that no damage whatever had 
boon done. Tho massive granito work o£ tho 
piors had not oven boon chipped. This fact 
would scow to justify tho polico theory, 
which was 
fully discussod at tho sta- 


tion aud on 
route,

diil'orod as to whether a short fu-o was used 
or whether tlio ox-plosion had boon caused 
by concussion, but all appeared to agree 
that it had occurred on or vory near tho 
surface of tho water, uudor tho center aroli. 
Tho tido was almost at its lowest point, and 
thoro wore vory fow boats near, two circum- 
stances which materially lessened tho danger 
to life and property. 


At midnight tho polico had scoured the 


river for !ivo milos abovo aud as far below 
tho bridgo without Uncling itny clow to tho 
proprietor of tho attempt. Tho detonation 
caused by tho explosion was 30 distinct and 
startling that for a time tho excitement in 
tlio crowded vicinity of Throgmorton, Fen- 
church,and King William streets was intense, 
and for a time almost amounted to a. panic. 
Pooplo rushed from tlio public houses and 
other place -, of resort to tho vicinitj' of King 
William's statue, which faces tho entrance 
to tho bridge, in droves, and wora only pro- 
vented from crowding on tho structure itsolf 
by a cordon of policumoa, which hud boon 
formed us soon as thu throatoned locality 
was pronorly located. 
On tho railway 


bridgo, a short distance abovo, all became 
confusion, trains raised running for tho 
time, and u general domoriiliaitiou lasting 
for tenor fifteen miuutos reigned supromo. 


Exports from Scotland yard estimate that, 


whilo the damage dono was slight, nt least 
lift}- pounds ut dynamite must hav-u boon 
used to causo an oxplosion so great as tc 
smash windows on both sides of tho river 
mid put out gas-lights for n spaco of at least 
a quarter of a mile. 
They are astounded at 


tho small dam.-igo done, and assort that per- 
haps no othc:- series of circumstances than 
those which providentially existed at the 
moment,, cuuld Iiave led up to so trifling a 
catastrophe, coupled with so potent a cause. 


Jlany gas-jets in tho vicinity woro ex- 


tinguished by the concussion. An oyo wit- 
ness says the Humes shot up simultaneously 
from each sido of tho bridgo, showing that 
tho fuse had been nicely timed to causo an 
oxplosion when half way bcnoath the bridgo. 
Tho explosion was heard ten miles outside of 
London, At M'oodwich arsenal tho gates 
were shaken. 


A remnant of charred gun cotton has beon 


found on ono of tho buttresses of tuo bridgo.
